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Summary: A neotype is designated here for 
Bauhinia foveolata Dalzell. 

Dalzell (1872) in the protologue of Bauhinia 
foveolata Dalzell stated ‘I have but one, 
imperfect specimen of this plant, which I have 
every reason to believe was gathered in western 
India by the late Dr. Gibson.’ Thus Dalzell 
studied only a single specimen and it has, 
therefore, to be accepted as the holotype under 
Art. 9.1 of the 1CBN (McNeill et al. 2006). 

From Stafleu and Cowan (TL2 1: 593, 
1976), I have come to know that Dalzell’s types 
are at K and duplicates at CAL, DD and W, 
but the collection of Dr. Alexander Gibson that 
qualifies as the holotype or any isotype could 
not be located at the aforementioned herbaria. 

So in absence of any original material [see 
Art. 9.2, Note 2 of the ICBN (McNeill et al. 
2006)] neotypification of the name is necessary 
and has been done as follows: 

Bauhinia foveolata Dalzell in J. Linn. Soc, 
Bot. 13 : 188(1872). 

Neotype (designated here): INDIA. North 
Canara, near Yellapore, 18 [no year given], W. 
A. Talbot 20 (CAL 136985 !). 
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
